New Andover High policy got more students to class on time

A new Andover High School attendance 
policy meant to curb student tardiness has 
proven a timely solution, according to 
Assistant Principal Marilyn Jordan. 

“We haven't yet done any sort of statisti- 
cal analysis,” she said, “but I can say that 
visually, there have been fewer kids at the 
tardy table.” 


Jordan said that each day, the names of

Residents should be able to 
forget about needing a Special 
Town Meeting to balance the 
town budget. State aid figures 
are in and Andover will receive 
more money for education than 
last year — 17 percent more 

The bottom line is that this 
extra state aid will fill nearly all 
of the approximately $380,000 
gap that has been looming since 
a larger school-department- 
recommended budget was 
approved at Town Meeting, said 
School Committee members. 

The School Committee said 
the extra money was needed to 
begin its five-year rebuilding 
plan for schools, and Town 
Meeting voters agreed. While 
voters approved the town’s $55 
million school budget, they did 
not make cuts elsewhere, leaving

Health director: 


Common sense best weapon 
for mosquito-borne diseases

In recent years there’s been 
quite a buzz about dangers 
posed by mosquitoes, including 
the risk of being exposed to 
West Nile virus or Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis. With the 
wet weather this year, some peo- 
ple are concemed there could be 
a bumper crop of mosquitoes. 

But, while real dangers exist, 
they are easy enough to avoid, 
said Tom Carbone, Andover 
health director — and the town is 
taking steps to protect people 
from infected bugs’ bites. 

At the last Board of Health 
meeting, June 19, the board 
adopted a response plan. The 
plan lays out how the town is 
going to address health concerns 
such as West Nile and EEE, 
beginning with what will be 
done as soon as the first infected 
bird or mosquito is found. 

But this is nothing new. Car- 
bone said the plan merely for- 
malized the existing approach 
and put it in writing so that 
“anyone on staff can pull out the 
policy and step up and know 
how to handle a given situation.” 

The summer of 2001 marked 
the worst West Nile season in 
Andover. Dozens of infected 
birds were found that year, said 
Carbone. Since then the num- 
bers have decreased. He said he 
does not know if the virus has 
waned, or if it killed off all sus- 
ceptible birds that first year, and 
now they can’t be used as a 
good sentinel. 

Andover continues to control 
the growth of mosquitoes. 

“We don’t spray,” said Car- 
bone. “We treat the catch basins. 

“Historically, the people of 
Andover have not wanted to do

it that way [spraying]. Truthful- 
ly, the treatment of the catch 
basin seems the better way to 
solve the problems. The least 
amount of chemicals or pesti- 
cides, the better off everyone is.” 

On the side of streets, basins 
catch the rainwater that washes 
off the roads. A sump in the bot- 
tom will hold a foot or two of 
water. The non-chemical, bacte- 
rial treatment is put in there, to 
keep down mosquito popula- 
tions, Carbone said. 

While the plan is mostly for 
health officials, there are things 
that residents should be doing 
themselves. 

“We want to remind residents 
that we want to protect against 
mosquito bites in general,” said 
Carbone. “Residents need to 
check their yards for mosquito 
breeding pools, such as gutter 
water, or untreated pools.” 

Breeding pools are anyplace 
that holds water and where mos- 
quitoes can lay eggs, such as 
water stuck in an old tire. 

Carbone suggests wearing 
comfortable long sleeves and 
pants when heading outdoors. 
However, it’s summer and that’s 
not always realistic, so when in 
a mosquito heavy area, people 
should put on mosquito repel- 
lent with DEET. The chemicals 
in DEET are harmful to kids, so 


use Skin So Soft, or something 
designed for children, on young 
people, he said. He also said 
whenever possible, people 
should avoid areas where mos- 
quitoes are likely - such as by 
water, or outdoors at dusk. 

“T don’t think you need to be 
any more alarmed now than in 
past years,” Carbone said. 
“We've known about West Nile 
for six years. It’s like rabies — 
you don’t approach a wild ani- 
mal. Avoid the high mosquito 
areas if you can. It’s common 
sense.” 

West Nile virus was found in 
a mosquito in Needham recent- 
ly, however Carbone said the 
discovery was not as serious as 
if it had been in birds or 
humans. 

“It’s an indicator that it’s 
wintered over,” Carbone said, 
“and we know that it already 
has. West Nile and EEE are here 
to stay. Some years, it’s worse 
than others.” 

Carbone said he does not 
expect to find mosquitoes test- 
ing positive until August. 

He said people who begin 
feeling worse than they would 
with a common cold or flu, 
should see their doctor. Symp- 
toms of West Nile and EEE can 
mimic the flu or different dis- 
eases. 

“You have to use common 
sense,’ Carbone said. “You can’t 
assume that if you have a fever 
in July that you have one of 
these exotic diseases. You want 
to give your body a chance to 
fight whatever it is. That’s the 
natural course it’s going to take. 
If you're not getting better, and 
you're having severe difficulty, 
by all means call a doctor.”

Andover man charged in fatal accident on I-93

An Andover lawyer who struck and killed 
a man changing a tire in the breakdown lane 
of Interstate 93 was allegedly under the 
influence of prescription drugs. 

Ki Yong O picked up a prescription for 
30 Ambien sleeping pills Friday night. Three 
hours later, there were 26% pills in the bottle 
lying on the passenger's seat of his Audi sta- 
tion wagon, according to police. 

That night, police said, O was also apolo- 
gizing for something that might be in his 
blood “that shows I shouldn’t have been dri- 
ving my car,” when he struck and killed 
Anthony Raucci of Methuen in the break- 
down lane of Interstate 93 in Tewksbury. 

The instructions on the pill bottle said 
take one pill at bedtime, police said. 

Raucci, married and the father of a 7- 
year-old boy, was trying to change a flat tire 
on his car, but was having trouble because 
the lug nuts were stuck. He had been at it for 
about an hour when he was struck at about 


9:45 p.m. 

O, 35, of 26 Brundrett Ave., was 
arraigned in Lowell District Court Monday 
on charges of driving while under the influ- 
ence of prescription drugs, vehicular homi- 
cide, negligent operation and failure to drive 
in marked lanes. Dressed in a blue suit and 
green tie, O was silent and expressionless 
during the court appearance. He remains free 
on $25,000 cash bail. 

O's official lawyer, J. W. Carney Jr. of 
Boston could not be reached for comment 
on Monday. Attorney Janice Bassill of 
Boston, who accompanied O in court Mon- 
day, declined comment. 

State Trooper David Walsh reported that 
O failed a series of sobriety tests at the crash 
scene and was “very confused” and slow to 
answer questions. Walsh wrote that he had to 
repeat his instructions to O because of his 
confused state. 

A lawyer employed by the Boston firm 
Edwards, Angel, Palmer and Dodge, O 


immediately showed remorse for Raucci and 
his family. O told Walsh “he felt bad for the 
victim and his family.” 

“You know they might find something in 
my blood that shows I shouldn’t have been 
driving my car,” O reportedly told Walsh. 
“And if that happens, I feel awful. This is the 
worst day of my life.” 

Driving in separate cars, the Raucci fam- 
ily had been returning home from a restau- 
rant in North Reading. Elena Raucci was dri- 
ving a Saturn while her husband and son 
were in a 199] Geo that got a flat tire. 
Anthony Raucci, 43, was working on the car 
in the breakdown lane when the Audi O was 
driving struck the car on the northbound side 
of the highway. Raucci suffered major trau- 
ma and was completely unresponsive, 
according to Walsh’s report. He was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. Prior to the crash, 
State police received reports about a man dri- 
ving an Audi erratically and flashing his 
lights on that stretch of I-93.

Fewer half days next school year

Elementary school students 
will spend a little more time in 
class this fall. 

The School Committee has 
reduced the number of early- 
release days, which teachers use 
for training on a new reading 
program, from eight to six. 

Committee members made 
the change to address concerns 
of some parents and teachers. 

“From the parents’ stand- 
point, arranging for child care is 
an issue,” Assistant Superinten- 
dent Marcia O'Neil said. “For 
the teachers, they’re probably 
feeling more competent (in the 
reading program).” 

The school district has not yet 
finalized its schedule for the 
2006-07 half days. They will 
start in October and either be on 
Wednesdays or Fridays. This 
year’s half days were on various 
days of the week, making it 
tougher for parents to plan 
around them, O’ Neil said. 

Bancroft Elementary School 
parent Kathy Schuh works from 
home, so arranging for child care 
on half days was not a problem 
for her this year. But she knows 


She’s in the minority 

“It would be a big deal to 
have these half days on different 
days of the week and at different 
times each month,” Schuh said 

Limiting the half days to 
Wednesdays and Fridays and 
giving parents more notice of the 
calendar will make the situation 
“much better,” she said 

The middle schools and 
Andover High School do not 
participate in early-release days 
Elementary teachers use the time 
to learn about the district’s bal- 
anced literacy program. The ini- 
tiative teaches reading in every 
subject and breaks students into 
groups based on their specific 
needs.

Volunteers needed to study a memory pill 


By Judy Wakefield 

Wondering where you put your keys more 
often than usual? Or maybe you forgot an impor- 
lant appointment you never would have forgotten 
five years ago. 

If you are an Andover 60- or 70-something 
coping with memory issues — or just worried 
about research that shows you will be coping 
eventually — there’s a study about to get under- 
Way in town. that wants you. 

The Andover Senior Center has teamed with 
the University of Massachusetts Lowell for a 
memory study and the call is out for older resi- 
dents to participate. Participants take a so-called 
SmartPill twice a day for three months and com- 
plete a questionnaire once a month. Researchers 
claim the benefit of taking the pill is to delay the 
onset of Alzheimer’s disease, as their research to 
date shows pill-takers have better memory and 
improved thought. 

‘This pill is not a cure for Alzheimer’s ... with 
mice it prevents a decline in memory. It’s a boost 
performer and we are studying how it delays the 
progression Of Alzheimer’s,” said Alicia Lepore, 
aresearcher for the project. 

Lepore and Dr. Thomas Shea of UMass are 
conducting this memory study and a team will be 
at the Andover Senior Center on Tuesday, July 
I] at 1:30 p.am. and Tuesday, July 25 at 1:30 p.m. 
looking to imelude about 100 seniors in their 
study, 

‘This is not a prescription drug,” Lepore said. 
“All of the imgredients in this pill are available 
over-the-counter at a CVS, so there are no side 
effects.” 

The SmartPill has been around for years and 
there have been prior clinical trials. UMass 
researchers are looking for more data, Lepore 
said. 

The UMass laboratory has found that the 
SmartPill helps to prevent stress to the brain 
while counteracting many risk factors for memo- 
ry loss. 

‘The magic of the SmartPill is how we com- 
bine the ingredients. We developed this pill at

UMass from over 10 years of research,” Shea 
Says in a press release sent to the senior center. 
He was not available for comment this week. 

Researchers are looking for healthy men and 
women who are not being treated for a memory 
disorder. Participants need to commit to the 
three-month study period. They will answer the 
same questionnaire three different times and that 
involves “recall with a connect-the-dots” 
approach, Lepore explained. Results are expect- 
ed to get better as participants take more pills. 

She is hoping for a good turnout at the upcom- 
ing sign-ups as UMass teamed with the Andover 
Senior Center before to study people’s vision and 
received a good response.

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FLOOD VICTIMS 


Some might not return until 2007 


By Alison McGonagle 

Balmoral Condominium residents are eager to 
return home by the end of August, but in the meantime, 
the “vertical neighborhood” of 86 displaced families is 
seeking the community's hel, 

The homeowners at the Balmoral said relief work 
ers with the federal and Massachusetts emergency 
management agencies have been helpful, but there are 
still shortfalls that are related to the lack of cov erage by 
flood insurance for below grade apartments. Four 
homes and common areas housing boiler and electrical 
equipment below street level were destroyed, and 
insurance will not cover repairs, according to the Con- 
dominium Association’ s President Paul Bettano. 

“We're working on getting reopened,” Bettano said. 
“It should be hopefully by the end of August, but 
we've finished clean up and demolishing the four 
homes in the basement. We had to gut the basement 
down to the concrete surface. Still, we need to remove 
boilers and mechanical equipment, including an elec- 
tric panel. 

“We're trying to raise money to help those [86 cur- 
rently displaced families] out and get them back on 
their feet and get the building back open,” Bettano said 

While the plight of displaced residents is unmatched, 
unit owners who rent are also feeling the financial 
strain. Jami Marad has owned a unit on the third floor at 
the Balmoral for six years. Last year she moved out, but 
chose to rent the unit. Since the building flooded in 
early May, Marad’s tenant and her daughter have been 
living with family members in Winchester. Marad her- 
self continues to incur mortgage payments and condo 
fees. Rent payments stopped after May 1, but Marad 
hopes she will be able to collect rent again by Sept. 1. 

It is because of the unfortunate situation of herself, 
her tenant and the others in the Balmoral neighborhood 
that Marad is working hard to get the word out about the 
Balmoral Disaster Relief Fund. 

“There's been an event at Glory to raise money for

the fund. They had a celebrity bartender, Chris Doher- 
ty, who heard about the flood and chose Balmoral as a 
fund recipient,” Marad said. That June 19 event raised 
about $1,000, according to Marad. 

There are other things going on,” Marad said of 
forthcoming plans, “but it’s hard to get things coordi 
nated and planned with everyone living all over place 
and not together. Communication is also very difficult 
since it primarily takes place over e-mail.” 

Bettano said the town has been great, but Balmoral 
residents are not yet seeking permits and are still doing 
demolition and asbestos removal 

The situation at similarly affected Washington Park 
Condominiums is different. While some residents are 
now able to pursue repairs on their own, those choosing 
to rebuild with the condominium association will wait 
until January to get back into their homes, according to 
board of trustees president Bob Barnes. So far the town 
has issued four permits to rebuild at Washington Park, 
according to the building inspector’ s office 

At Balmoral, residents are pursuing repairs together 
with the help of a project manager. Bettano said the 
independent contractor is working with the town 

“People talk about Hurricane Katrina and yet people 
here in the Merrimack Valley are impacted and affect 
ed,” Bettano said. “Our big problem is insurance. We 
don’t have insurance for the four homes in the base- 
ment, or the repairs needed on common areas.” 

Bettano said going forward, after rebuilding, those in 
the basement will have to look at self insuring 

“We're doing things to prevent and mitigate future 
damage to the building,” Bettano said. “We're going to 
raise boilers 3 to 4 feet off the floor. We're also doing 
the same thing with electric equipment, since the build- 


ing 1s on a flood plain. There’s not much you can do 
about that.’ 

In the meantime, Bettano urges residents who can to 
donate to the Balmoral Disaster Relief Fund, c/o the

More room for child development 


Kids at Professional Center to explore new classrooms

Students in a summer school 
program at the Professional 
Center for Child Development 
vill be the first to learn in its 
new 8,000 square foot addition. 

\lthough a formal ceremony 
to dedicate the new space will 
not take place until the fall, stu- 
dents in the Developmental Day 
School’s summer school will 
begin using the four new class- 
rooms on Monday, July 17. 

The PCCD’s Developmental 
Day School serves children ages 
3 through 7 with complex med- 
ical care needs or developmental 
delays. Andover educators have 
often lauded the center for its 
work with a variety of children 
and parents from many commu- 
nities bring their children to the 
center for its expertise. 

The construction was 
prompted in part by citations for 
overcrowding from the Depart- 
ment of Education. 

“It’s been in back of the exec- 
utive director’s (Veryl Ander- 
son) mind for six or eight years, 
then when crowding became 
such an issue it really got put on 
the front burner,” said Ellen M. 
Waddill, parent and community 
liaison. “She, along with the 
board of directors, were able to 
go ahead and get the project 
rolling.” 

“It’s great to see what a nice 


environment these children are 
going to be having,” said Ander- 
son. 

The children also have been 
excited to witness the construc- 
tion and progress every step of 
the way, said Waddill. 

The two-story project dou- 
bles the existing school building 
and will allow for expanded pro- 
gramming at the PCCD. The 
new wing has four new class- 
rooms, a large conference room, 
child size bathrooms, a health 
room, and staff workspaces. 

“| think having the little faces 
of smiling children welcome the 
workers each day may have 
made it a job they wanted to 
come to and complete with 
pride,” said Waddill. “One of the 
carpenters commented to me as 
we were greeting the Develop- 
mental Day School children at 
the front door, as we do each 
morning: ‘I am so happy to 
know there is a school for such 
disabled kids to go to and so 
many caring people willing to 
work with them — I just never 
realized.” 

The Professional Center was 
able to continue to have classes 
and groups throughout the six 
months of work. While tuition 
was raised last year, it will not 
be raised this year, and there is 
no connection between the 
tuition and the renovation costs, 


Waddill said. There are “gener- 
ous supporters” and a continu- 
ing capital campaign trying to 
raise funds to help pay for pro- 
ject, she said. 

Overall, PCCD serves 
approximately 2,000 children 
and families annually from all 
over northeastern Massachu- 
setts. The center opened in 1973 
“when a lack of services for spe- 
cial needs children prompted 
two nurses to open what is now 
known as the Developmental 
Day School,” according to Wad- 
dill. 

The PCCD agency offers five 
programs out of two offices, one 
in Andover, and one in 
Lawrence. Programs offered 
include Developmental Day 
School, serving profoundly dis- 
abled children 3 to 7 years old; 
Early Intervention, serving at 
the center and in the community 
children from birth to age 3 who 
have or are at risk for a develop- 
mental delay; “Two by Two” 
community play groups for 2 
and 3 year olds, serving children 
of all abilities, including typical- 
ly developing children, and chil- 
dren who need extra help from 
PCCD’s day school and early 
intervention programs; a private 
therapy program, serving chil- 
dren 3 to 7; and a regional con- 
sultation program that helps 
families and other centers.

absences per class each term. If 
students exceed the number of 
allowed absences or tardies, their 
parking privileges is revoked for 
the remainder of the term. Stu- 
dents who accumulate more than 
four absences receive an “N” (no 
credit) for the class on their 
report card and a warning note 
known as a “pink slip,” is sent 
home to their parents, said Jor- 
dan. 

“One thing we have really 
done is increased the amount of 
communication between teach- 
ers and administrators and 
administrators to parents,” she 
said. 

Diane Costagliola, Parent 
Advisory Committee president 
and a parent of a 2006 AHS 
graduate, has been impressed by 
the administration’s effort to 
keep parents up to date on their 
children’s attendance, she said. 

“A few parents whose kids 
were seniors did college trips, 
and they were asked to clarify 
why their students were absent,” 
she said. “They had a legitimate 
reason, but the point is they were 
questioned on it. From a parent’s 
perspective, | applaud them for 
following through on what they 
said they were going to do.” 

While the attendance policy 
seems strict to some, Jordan 
believes it is very flexible and 
supportive. For instance, the “N” 
students can receive on their 
report cards for more than four 
absences will be lifted as soon as 
the student demonstrates 
improved attendance. Not one 
student permanently lost class 
credit because of the attendance 
policy this year. And the policy 
is not applied to students who 
have unavoidable absences or 
tardies, Jordan added. 

“Sometimes it uncovers an 
issue that we might not have 
known about that is an extenuat- 
ing circumstance,” she said. “It 
opens up those kinds of dia- 
logues, and when that type of

dialogue happens, our student 
gets supported.” 

Jordan said that while the pol- 
icy has been successful in reduc- 
ing tardies and absences, there 
are still some changes to be 
made. She said administrators 
will try to define the policy more 


clearly in the 2006-07 student 
handbook. 

“Any new policy has its 
strengths and weaknesses,” she 
said. “What we will evaluate 
now as a school community 
is What has worked and what 
hasn't.”

The author has written one of the best biographies 
available for readers today — especially history buffs. 
OHN ADAMS WAS ONE of our country’s most impor- 
tant founding fathers — and perhaps the most under- 
appreciated. This book, from one of this nation’s 
best biographers, details his life in an interesting and 
inspiring manner. 
Beginning in the years leading up to the American 
Revolution, and ending with 
DAVID Adams's death, this covers far 
MCCULLOUGH 


more than merely his rather 
inauspicious presidency, but 
his effective life as a diplomat 
and ambassador abroad. 

Adams’s presidency was 
only marginally popular, and 
was clouded by the very 
unpopular Alien and Sedition 
acts. 

However, this book focuses 
more specifically on role in 
the founding of America and 
his time after the war. 

While the book gives 
detailed information about the life of Adams and his 
family, it does not get bogged down in unnecessary or 
uninteresting details. For this reason, we believe this is 
one of the best biographies available for readers today. 
The life of Adams is well worth studying, and this book 
provides an interesting and entertaining venue for doing 
so. 

We recommend this book for all readers interested in 
American history — kids and adults alike. If you haven't 
read any ef David McCullough’s books in the past, we 
Suggest you start with this one.

Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
workers honored for May flood work 


While many homes and businesses were 
destroyed or severely damaged during the flood- 
ing that occurred in the spring of 2006, the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary District continued to 
operate. Other wastewater treatment plants in the 
area did not. 

Recently, commissioners representing the five 
towns and city that the district serves — Andover, 
Lawrence, Methuen, North Andover and Salem, 
N.H. — honored staff at the plant for their diligent 
efforts to keep the plant operational during the 
flood. 

“The work done by every GLSD employee 
during one of the worst floods of our times is 
nothing short of miraculous,” said Tom Connors, 
GLSD Commission chairman, at a luncheon to 
recognize the staff's efforts during the flood and 
throughout the year. He made a presentation to 
the employees on behalf of the entire commis- 
sion. 

“Normally the flow at the plant is around 36 
million gallons per day,” noted Rick Hogan, 


GLSD executive director. “During this event, our 
flow was more than 1 10 million gallons a day. To 
add to this issue, our Riverside Pump Station is 
located right on the Merrimack River, as is the 
23,000-volt electrical transformer that runs 
power to the pump station.” 

The plant's most significant issue during the 
flooding was that the transformer was danger- 
ously close to being swamped. If the water had 
reached the transformer, it would have had to be 
shut down and operations at the entire plant 
would have stopped, as well. The plant is respon- 
sible for removing pollutants from the Merri- 
mack River to preserve and protect the environ- 
ment. 

District employees, under the direction of the 
maintenance manager and operations manager, 
worked through the night on Sunday, May 14, 
and the next day to keep the water from flooding 
the electrical transformer. Workers were success- 
ful at keeping the water at bay, and the GLSD 
remained operating during the entire flood event.

A alleged pimp and his 17- 
year-old prostitute were arrested 
by undercover police officers on 
Saturday morning as part of a 
crackdown on prostitution in 
town, said Andover police. 

The Methuen teenager who 
was arrested is one of four 
females charged with prostitu- 
tion in Andover during the last 
three weeks. She and her alleged 
pimp, one of two men charged 
by Andover police with deriving 
support from prostitution this 
week, were arrested at a hotel in 
the River Road area, said police. 

Detectives acquired the 17- 
year-old’s phone number during 
an investigation, said an under- 
cover police officer whose name 
is being withheld because he is 
continuing his work in this area. 
The officer called her to set up a 
“date,” and when he arrived at 
the arranged hotel on Saturday 
morning, she met him outside 


and led him to an upstairs room. 

Once upstairs, the officer 
revealed his identity and arrested 
her. At that point, Kenny Pringle, 
26, of Cambridge, came out of 
the shower and became hostile, 
said police. Other officers were 
on scene to help apprehend 
Pringle. 

“It took five guys to arrest 
him,” said the undercover police 
officer. “He was a pretty big 
guy.” 

Pringle was arrested and 
charged with inducing a minor to 
prostitution, deriving support 
from prostitution, a second 
offense of failing to register as a 
sex offender, disorderly conduct 
and resisting arrest. 

Shayna Bryant of Methuen 
was charged with sexual conduct 
for a fee. 

“There will probably be some 
more [arrests] to come,” said the 
undercover officer.

Break at church, little stolen

West Parish Church on Reser- 
vation Road was broken into 
sometime last Wednesday night 
or early Thursday morning but, 
to the surprise of the pastor, only 
about $30 was reported stolen.

Sgt. John Pathiakis, “the office 
doors were either elbowed or 
kicked in.” 

McMillan said a few dollars 
were taken from a desk, and 
another $25 was taken from an 
envelope belonging to an arts 
camp that had been using the 
church for the week. Other than 
the broken doors, no other dam- 
age was done, he said. 

Pathiakis said there are cur- 
rently no suspects in the robbery, 
but that an investigation is still 
ongoing.

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Never late 
is better 


ae HIGH SCHOOL deserves credit for creat- 
ing and enforcing rules this past year meant to 
convince students to take their classroom attendance 
more seriously. The policy was desperately needed as 
more than 10 percent of students were showing up to 
school late in the mornings during the 2004-05 
school year. The final straw was when 230 students 
Were caught coming late to class one day. 

This school year just ended was the first under a 
new policy with clear consequences for students who 
are habitually late or absent. And the policy was 
more than lenient. It allowed students to be late to 
any one class up to three times per term before any 
serious action was taken, and there are four terms per 
year. If students had four or more unexcused 
absences in the same class, they would receive an 
“N” grade, for no credit. However, students who 
improved their attendance later on would have that N 
removed. 

But the policy did have some teeth. The worst 
offenders — those who accumulated more than six 
tardies in one semester — could lose their rights to 
park at the school and participate in after-school 
activities. That hits students were it hurts, and 
appears to have gotten their attention. 

“School is a student’s job,” Principal Peter Ander- 
son said last year before enacting the policy. “I don’t 
believe it’s an unreasonable expectation to Say to stu- 
dents, this is your work and you need to be here.” 

We agree. One of the best ways to prepare students 
for college is to instill in them the value of attending 
all classes in a timely manner. Schools must also 
ensure that students are ready to enter the real world. 
With most teenagers plugged into electronic devices

MEMORY LANE 


They haven’t talked in years, but classmates hold place in her heart 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have read with great interest and wistful 
nostalgia the recent pieces on growing up in 
Andover in the 1950s and 1960s. I too, 
attended Central Elementary School, ruled 
by the glorious Miss Catherine Barrett. As I 
managed not to ever be “sent to the Princi- 
pal’s office,” I am able to remember her less 
with fear (though we all feared her), than 
with awe and reverence. When her voice 
came over the loudspeaker, we stopped talk- 


we sprang to our feet and stood at attention. 
Somehow, though, | always knew that kind- 
ness and a love for us lay at her core, and 
that, if we made her proud, we had nothing 
at all to fear from her. 

I followed the same path of exceptional 
teachers that my brother, Tom, 3 years my 
senior, took. Second grade: Miss Collins; 
Third grade: Mrs. Lounsbury; Fourth grade: 
Miss Noone; Fifth grade: Miss Kyle; Sixth 
grade: Miss Cronin. They gave us a solid 
foundation, not only in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, but in manners. They taught us 
discipline — not only discipline of us by 
them — but self-discipline. Miss Collins was 
especially strict: “Don’t run with scissors!” 
and “Say ‘excuse me,’ when you walk in 
front of someone.” She gave us an “F” if we 
forgot to put our name at the top of our 
paper. But I also remember those afternoons 
when we gathered in a circle while she read 
us “Clematis,” and I remember our little 
performance of “The Red Shoes,” starring 
Debbie Hanscom, who was not only the 
most beautiful girl in second grade, but also 


the most musically gifted. 

My favorite school however, was Stowe 
School. It fills me with sadness when I walk 
past and see that it is no longer there. I think 
I liked it because it seemed like a castle - 
not that large, but imposing in its way -built 
of thick solid stone, with wide wooden stair- 
cases, and a basement that seemed like a 
dungeon. 

This photograph, of Miss Cronin’s sixth 
grade class at Stowe School in 1966-1967, 
is one of my treasures. I don,t remember 
this at all, but we must have been rather 
worried at that time about “The Bomb.” 
because the titles of the papers hanging on 
the far wall read, “The Atom,” “Nuclear 
Energy,” “Los Alamos” and “The Manhat- 
tan Project.” 

This picture hangs on my study wall and 
watches over me. They say that we are the 
“most who we are and are meant to be” 
between the ages of 10 and 12. When I look 
at this photograph, I am filled with tender 
affection for each and every face in it. Many 
of these people were the first people I knew 
in this life - many of us stayed together as a 
class from first grade on up. These shining, 
smiling faces are so full of hope; they speak 
of unlimited potential and possibilities. 
Although I do not have contact with a single 
person in this photograph today, these 
remain the people I would most like to see 
again. 

I used to practice saying the names of the 
people in this picture just for fun. Now I do 
it to ward off Alzheimer’s — no joke once 
you have hit the age of 50! I can tell you all 


their names — well, with two exceptions 
Oddly enough, I cannot recall the last name 
of the boy who sat right behind me — his 
name, I feel sure, is “Jay,” but his last name 
escapes me. I fee] awfully guilty about that, 
because he was a very nice boy, and worth 
remembering. I ask him to forgive me, 
please. Someone will know his name — and 
I hope he or she will tell me 

My hope is that whatever these people 
imagined for themselves as they sat at their 
desks on the day this photograph was taken, 
worrying about the Atom Bomb, or about 
whether Miss Cronin would catch them 
chewing gum or passing notes — that what- 
ever they hoped for or dreamed of for their 
lives when they were 11 or 12, has come to 
Pass.

Kimball has overseen the

—— VISITS WITH HIS GRANDMOTHER turned into a 50- 
year commitment for John Kimball of Prospect Road. 
Kimball’s grandmother, Mabel Ward, created the Charles 

W. Ward Reservation, one of the most visited reservations in 

this area, in large part thanks to the solstice stones that help 

mark the change in seasons. Kimball helped his grandmoth- | 


er tend to the property, and when she died, he moved to her | 


house on the property to continue her work. 


“When my grandmother died, the reservation was only | 


276 acres. Now it is 700 acres. It has been a wonderful 
hobby and very rewarding,” said Kimball. 

Kimball, who celebrated his 75th birthday in January, has 
been an Andover resident since 1936. The Essex National 
Heritage Commission has named his commitment as one of 
the 100 milestones it is celebrating this year, its 10th 
anniversary. The ENHC is the non-profit organization that 
promotes and preserves this area’s historic, cultural and nat- 
ural resources. 

Officially, Kimball is 
the chairman of the 
Charles W. Ward Reser- 
vation on Prospect 
Road. In November, 
Kimball will celebrate 
his 50th anniversary as a | 
Trustee of Reservations 
volunteer. 

The Trustees of 
Reservations is a non- 
profit organization sup- 
ported by its 40,500 
members. Founded in 
1891, its conservation 
work has helped to pro- 
tect more than 53,000 
acres across the state. 

“People may recog- 
nize the name Crane 
Beach, which is also 
one of their reserva- 
tions,” said Kimball. 

The Ward Reserva- 
tion covers 700 acres in Andover and North Andover. 

“The Charles W. Ward reservation was founded in 1940 
by my grandmother, Mrs. [Mabel] Ward. She founded it as a 
memorial to her husband, who had died seven years before,” 
said Kimball. When Kimball was a boy, he spent the sum- 
mers with his grandmother, keeping the trails clear and 
enjoying her company. After Mabel Ward died in 1956, she 
left her house on the reservation to her grandson in hopes he 
would carry on her work. Kimball did just that and moved to 
the property in June of 1957. He and his family installed a 
furnace in the house and started living there year round. 

“The reservation includes the highest spot in Essex Coun- 
ty, Holt Hill. The 420-foot hill is the focal point of the reser- 
vation and is where the solstice stones are located. The other 
thing that sets the property apart is the quaking bog at the 
bottom of the hill. This is something typically not seen in 
eastern Massachusetts,” said Kimball. The Pine Hole Bog 
has interesting vegetation and various growing conditions. 

The Ward Reservation has 13 miles of trails. 

“More and more people have come to the reservation as 
the years have gone by. On a pleasant weekend, this place is 
crawling with visitors. People come in substantial numbers 
to hike, walk dogs, have picnics, horseback ride, and bike. I 
love this place.” 

With his love of the reservation comes his need for people 
to join the property committee. Before retirement, Kimball 
was a professor of biology, which provided him with a gen- 
erous amount of time to work on the reservation. Now, after 
his 75th birthday, he emphasized that enlarging the commit- 
tee is long overdue. 

“I don’t think that I can just have it remain a committee of 
one. I am looking for people to join and have received some 
interest,” said Kimball.

Taking the time 


Part 3: Travel photography guidelines 


Kate Margolese and her family, who live on 
Stoneybrook Circle, spent seven weeks tour- 
ing the country in a 29-foot recreational 
vehicle. The journey was designed to be both 
educational adventure and a family trip. 
Part 2 was published in last week’s issue.

FELLOW RV-TRIPPER ALONG our 
journey around the country had 
recommended a stop in Wiscon- 
sin Dells, Wis. As our itinerary 
was very fluid, we added this Midwestern 
town to our route and were fascinated by its 
local proficiency. Like mini mills near Pitts- 
burg, universities in Boston, or movie-mak- 
ing in Hollywood, Wisconsin Dells has its 
own critical mass industry - indoor and out- 
door water parks. 

How did this unusual localized compe- 
tency begin? And why did they tack on their 
state name to the front of their town name? 
(Try that out with our state/town combina- 
tion and see how poorly it rolls off your 
tongue). 

OK, so there is a beautiful river running 
through the middle of the Wisconsin Dells 
with captivating cliffs that could inspire cliff 
jumping. But water coasters and surfing? I 
saw no natural rapids or standing waves as 
we drove through this small town. So who 
knows? We didn’t bother to stop to ask at 
the visitor center — better to simply take 
advantage of the local attractions and head 
for the slides with just our bathing suits and 
towels. 

All cameras and recording devices were 
left behind. 

This was one of the few times when I 
easily left my camera behind and immersed 
myself (literally in this case) in the fun and 
learning of our family’s RV expedition. 
More often I kept my camera in hand ready 
to capture whatever new sights might come 
our way. However, like trying to measure 
both the position and velocity of a subatom- 
ic particle, the process of photographing a 
journey can fundamentally change the expe- 
rience. 

So I needed to balance my photographic 
passion with our family dynamics using a 
few basic guidelines. 

1) It’s OK to leave my camera behind, 
sometimes. 

At the water park I was totally absorbed 
in the zeal of plummeting down a long tube 
into a gigantic bowl in whick I spun around 
like a marble in a funnel. I don’t need a pho- 
tograph to recreate that disorienting sensa- 
tion of being dropped out of the bottom of 
the cone! 

2) It’s OK to leave the family behind, 
sometimes. 

Well, not necessarily behind, but occa- 
sionally I wanted to focus on one element, 
whether a bird on a cactus (below) or an 
unexpected reader by the shore and didn’t 
want the subject aware of my presence. 

While I am not always subtle with my 
camera in hand, I can guarantee you that 
with my camera, children and husband at 
hand, I am even more apparent. 

3) Incorporate the camera into the fun. 

Alternatively, a camera can actually 
inspire an activity. While strolling along the 
Mall in Washington, D.C., we stopped in the 
Hirshhorn Sculpture Garden. On a whim we 
photographed each other mimicking his or 
her sculpture of choice. Perhaps this was noi 
what the curator had in mind, but it certain- 
ly required studying a sculpture in detail to 
assume a matching pose. 

4) Not all photos need to be breathtaking. 

And then there were the times I am so 
thankful we caught on camera, like when 
my older daughter grabbed my camera to 
document our departure out of a friend’s dri- 
veway. This particular location offered sev- 
eral significant challenges — not only is the 
street quite narrow, but that morning there 
was a confluence of oversized vehicles 
including a bulldozer removing the next 
door neighbor's house, a neighbor's truck 
and trailer parked along the street and a 50-

foot-long moving van ariving to pack up 
the neighbors opposite, We were assured 
that never had so many oversized vehicles 
all converged on that point at one time in the 
history of the street.

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The Hawk made her students soar 


A few years ago, I 
read an obituary for 
Margariée t 
Hawksworth. It was 
only a few lines and 
didn’t say anything 
other than she’d been 
a teacher in Andover. 
It was the kind of 
Short obituary you 
see for elderly people 
who'd outlived their 
relatives and friends. 
I was taken aback: 
this short obituary for the “Hawk”? It didn’t 
seem fair. She was a large figure, figura- 
tively and literally, in the lives of thousands 
of Punchard/Andover High and Junior 
High students. Indeed, it was a tiny obitu- 
ary for a legendary teacher. 

Her surname, Hawksworth, caused her 
to be know as the “Hawk” to her students 
(not to her face, of course). Even now, if 
you were to approach a Townie who went 
through high school and junior high in the 
1940s, *5S0s, and ’60s, and asked if he’d had 
the “Hawk,” in class you would receive an 
instant recognition of who the “Hawk” was 

Her surname, Hawksworth, was a won- 
derful aptronym, considering her profes- 
sion, for she would loom over her class like 
a hawk scanning for prey. Her big size and 
no-nonsense demeanor, as well as the fact 
that she was always active, restlessly mov- 
ing above one student then the other, gave 
her students a sense that she was always 
watching each one of them. She was the 
most attentive of teachers. 

While this was a tad daunting, we got 
used to it. If you were unprepared, her 
looming would be frightening. She did not 
suffer fools, especially the unprepared. Yet 
almost everyone who had her in class 
would speak with high regard for her as a 
teacher and person. Thousands of her stu- 
dents were affected positively and substan- 
tially by Miss Hawksworth. 

Like the best teachers and coaches I ever 
had, she demanded, absolutely required, 
our best effort. We didn’t play around in her 
class and never missed homework assign- 
ments, because her response to callous 
behavior was quick and tough. There was 
never the slightest question who was boss 
in Miss Hawksworth’s class. Discipline was 
rarely needed, because we all knew her by 


reputation long before we first entered her 
classroom. When discipline did come, it 
was timely, consistent and predictable. And 
she never backed off or mollycoddled, 
knowing it would teach us long-term bad 
habits. Her grading was tough but fair in 
those days when only a few people made 
the honor roll. 

I have heard some people liken her 
more to a big, lumbering bear rather than a 


hawk. But no matter who describes her 


classroom demeanor, few remark that she 
had a sense of humor. Yet, when I look 
through my old yearbook (1961), in the 
only two pictures of her she is smiling, per- 
haps laughing, as if she just told 
or heard a joke. This was not the 
image she brought to her stu- 
dents. Great teachers each have 
their own styles, but one thing is 
for sure: a class must respect the 
teacher before there can be seri- 
ous learning. 

The Hawk had her method 
and it worked. 

I remember walking into her 
sophomore history class for the 
first time. The students were 
quiet as we found our assigned 
seats. The Hawk soared over us 
and explained what she expected: 


our best 


effort and excellence from those capable of 


it. In the end, she would get best efforts 
from most of us. 

Although initial reaction to her was 
angst, it quickly was replaced with respect, 
for she knew her subject. As the semester 
moved on, many of us learned to admire 
her. Miss Hawksworth was fair, always fair. 
I never saw her get angry at anyone who 
didn’t deserve it. If she did get angry you 
wanted to be sure that emotion was not 
directed at you. If you dallied, she descend- 
ed upon you. However, if you gave serious 
effort but fell short, she helped you; if you 
actually used your brain beyond the norm, 
she praised you and pushed you to use it 
further. Once she was satisfied that you 
understood what was required to be a good 
student and had gotten what she thought 
was the best you could give, she’d move on 
to the next student and spend her intense 
energy and quick intelligence on that per- 
son. 

Before Miss Hawksworth, history to me 
had been only a little interesting, with too

much mind-numbing memorization of 
events and dates. The Hawk made us take 
off and fly with the subject. She assigned 
numerous papers and reports, often asking 
us to take one side of an issue. She was not 
a wishy-washy person, and her main dislike 
was apathy. She wanted to devour our 
developing intellects and spit them back at 
us bigger than before. 

A few weeks into the semester, I did a 
paper on the Sacco-Vanzetti trial (two 
Massachusetts anarchists executed in 1927, 
although there was popular doubt as to their 
guilt). She asked me to present it to the 
class. When I was finished, my classmates 
questioned me. She liked to have 
her students engage in give-and- 
take, after which she might ask 
some hard questions that were 
missed by the students. 

Miss Hawksworth asked me if 
[ thought Sacco and Vanzetti 
were guilty. I took my stance, 
and she and I debated for 15 
minutes. During the discussion 
she treated me as an equal 
(although I knew we were not), 
and it was one of the most exhil- 
arating experiences of my school 
career. Toward the end of the 
debate, she backed off and began agreeing 
with some of my arguments, rewarding my 
effort. Effort equaled reward; not trying 
brought her anger — that was the major part 
of her teaching style, and it was very suc- 
cessful. Miss Hawksworth and I always got 
along just fine after those few minutes, and 
history became, and remains, one of my 
favorite subjects. 

Miss Hawksworth and three other of our 
most respected teachers acted as senior 
class advisors. Although I did not work 
directly work with her in that capacity, 
those who did said she was she was smart, 
offering excellent advice and listening care- 
fully to her minion’s needs. 

In sum, her students had great respect 
for her as a teacher, boss, and advisor, and 
that made this big woman even bigger. She 
was devoted to her work and her feeble 
obituary lacked effort and deserved a very 
bad grade.

THIS DAY IN HISTORY: JULY 6, 1917 
From the pages 


of the Townsman 


The following was published this day, July 6, in an Andover 
Townsman from 1917. 


Nation’s Birthday Observed in a Quiet 
Manner. No Firecrackers Sold by Local 
Dealers and No Accidents Were Reported. 
Sports at Pomps Pond and Ballardvale. 


The Fourth of July 1917 proved Andover to be the “sober 
and patriotic” town of which Bishop Brooks wrote. No birthday 
of the nation was celebrated so quietly and sanely as that of last 
Wednesday, and not an accident of any kind was reported. The 
night before was noisy and large bands of young people parad- 
ed the streets, cow bells, horns and other noise-making con- 
trivances affording plenty of opportunity to usher in the Fourth. 

There were no fireworks or fire crackers for sale locally and 
the streets presented an unusually clean appearance. The bells 
were rung at midnight and at sunrise, and a group of young men 
marched through the principal streets after midnight in military 
order, singing patriotic songs with bugle accompaniments. 
There was no disturbance however, and the police had little 
trouble during the night. 

On the playstead in the morning Tyer and Oakleaves of 
Lawrence furnished entertainment for a large crowd of baseball 
fans, the regatta of the Canoe Club at Pomps Pond attracted 
many in the afternoon and the Ballardvale Improvement Soci- 
ety had a celebration of its own on the river for the aquatic 


| sports and in front of the Triangle for the road races and other 


sports. 
Many people made trips to the beaches by trolley and auto, 


fire alarm, a call from box 31, on the Reading road near George 
May’s, being answered for an automobile on fire. The car 
belonged to a Haverhill party and it was badly damaged before 
the department arrived. 

As a result of the sane Fourth, many hundreds of dollars 
were saved and the observance of the day was as patriotic as 
any which has preceded.

Garden gate: A portal to your home

Highbrow designers call 
them portals. You also might 
hear them referred to as transi- 


tional spaces. In the language of 


the ordinary homeowner, they 
are, quite simply, gates. 

Yet too often the gate is the 
last thing you consider when 
adding a fence to your home 
site. It should be among the first. 

A gate is a functional outdoor 
doorway, but it can also be a 
bold artistic statement. The size, 
shape and material you choose 
for the gate can literally make or 
break the fence you have in 
mind. 

If you are installing a low- 
cost board fence with little deco- 
ration, then use some of the 
money saved to give yourself a 
great gate. If it’s in a side yard 
that’s visible from the street or 


| front garden, then a creative gate 
| becomes an important part of 
| the house’s facade. As such its 


design should more reflect the 
architectural style of the build- 
ing than match the fence boards. 
Or if the gate is a work of art, it 
can become a valuable accent to 
upgrade the overall landscape 


| aesthetic. 


Not all fences are the 6-foot 
barrier type. Shorter fences, usu- 
ally pickets or wrought iron, are 
fully visible when they enclose 
front yards. The little gates that 
open onto the entry walk to the 
front porch are a focal point 
themselves and worthy of spe- 
cial consideration. They must 
match the fencing material per- 
fectly and should be a bit more 
decorative because of the high- 
profile location. Their role is to

cal] attention to this point of 
entry. Some of these gates, how- 
ever, are left open all the time 
while others are left closed. 
Knowing how you'll be keeping 
your gate will guide you in 
choosing an appropriate design. 

The width of a gateway, and 
therefore the size of the gate 
itself, is often governed by use. 
A side-yard gate may require a 
much wider opening, say a min- 
imum of four feet, to move 
wheelbarrow, lawn mower or 
garbage cans through easily 
without dinging the posts. You 
can split this width and give

yourself a saloon door-style gate 
that offers many more design 
options than one big gate. And 
double gates are lighter weight 
and less demanding of the hinge 
hardware and post footings. 

Do not underestimate the 
importance of painted gates. 
You can upgrade an old run- 
down gate, or makeover a raw 
looking new one with color that 
will completely change its 
appearance. A bold effect is cre- 
ated when you paint with cobalt 
blue or crimson red. If those col- 
ors match trim on the house the 
result is spellbinding. Or you

One of the primary reasons to 
prune tree limbs is to open the 
canopy of your landscape, 
allowing more sunlight to reach 
the grass and low growing 
shrubs. It also makes for a more 
balanced, aesthetically pleasing 
look.However, there is a right 
and wrong way to prune those 
limbs. When done right, trees 
quickly recover. But the wrong 
cut can create a snowball affect 
of negative consequences. 
Three-step approach 

I suggest a three-step 
approach to pruning tree limbs. 
Make the first cut about one or 
two feet out from the tree trunk. 
This cut starts on the underside 
of the limb and goes into it, but 
only about half way. This is a 
very important step in the 
process. 

The second cut is out beyond 
the first cut another foot or two. 
This cut goes down and all the 
way through the branch. The 
branch is likely to break away as 
you make your way through the 
limb. Because you've already 
made the first cut, the bark will 
not continue to tear down into 
the tree trunk. 

Without the first cut, the 
weight of the branch, as it 
breaks away from the limb, 
Causes some of the attached and 
uncut bark) to go with it, tearing 
it away from the tree. This cre- 
ates a big potential problem by 
allowing a large, open wound 
that can become an entry point 
for pests and diseases. 

The final cut is right at the 
branch collar where the branch

meets the trunk. You'll notice a 
flared area here. Make the final | 
cut so that the flair is just evi- | 
dent. If cut properly, this flair 
will heal over and eventually fill 
in with new bark or scar tissue. 
You'll know the tree is healing 
properly when you notice what | 
looks like a doughnut forming 
where you made the cut. 

Timing | 

The best time to remove tree | 
limbs is in late fall through late 
winter. Disease pathogens are 
inactive and not as likely to pre- | 
sent a serious risk to your trees, 
A fresh cut or wound during the | 
warmer months, however, can | 
be an easy entry point for dis- 
eases and pests. 

Be aware there are some 
trees that “bleed” excessively | 
When cut. This is sap oozing 
from the fresh cut. Although it | 
looks serious and unsightly, it 
causes no harm. Some trees that 
are especially prone to bleeding 
include beech, birch, elm, maple 
and yellowwood. 

You may be inclined to dress 
fresh cuts or wounds with tree 
paint or wound dressing, sold 
and marketed as such. My sug- 
gestion is that it is rarely neces- 
sary and most of the time actual- 
ly slows down the natural heal- | 
ing process. Trees are amazing | 
at adapting to adverse condi- 
tions, make as clean a cut as 
possible, then to leave it alone. 

Pruning tree limbs can pro- | 
vide a great improvement to the | 
look and health of your total 
landscape if you follow these 
simple guidelines. Taking short- | 
cuts or pruning at the wrong | 
time can lead to more problems | 
later. 
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How to revive your 
basement after a flood

May’s floods were the worst 
we've seen in quite some time, 
and also caused basements that 
never had water before to wind 
up soaked due to all the water in 
the ground. 

And you're faced with anoth- 
er dilemma. What should you do 
to fix your basement after your 
basement floods? 

You could rip up the carpet or 
flooring and replace it, or just 
clean and disinfect it. Which 
makes more sense? 

Then there are the walls. You 
may not realize it, but walls 
need equal attention. 

After the rain ends, and 
you've sopped up all the water, 
the first thing you need to do is 
“get the carpet totally out,” says 
Leonard Getty of L.B. Getty - 
Basement Conversion Special- 
ists in Andover. “Don’t even try 
to save it, although you may 
have heard that you can. Your 
best bet is to replace it, because 
by trying to save your carpet, 
you run the risk of mold, which 
leads to a very dangerous living 
environment.” 

With the recent floods, some 
basements received water mea- 
sured in feet instead of just an 
inch or two. When that happens, 
you also need to check and 
repair the walls. 

“Cut the wallboard up from 


| about | to 3 feet high,” says 


Getty. “Once you've cut that, 
take out the insulation that’s 


| there and put in newer insula- 


tion. Let the insulation air out 
for about two to three days, and 
then install a new blueboard 


(wallboard) about an inch off 
| the floor. Then put the base- 
board back in about | inch off 


the floor.” 
This whole process will take 
about eight to 10 days, start to

finish. 
You'll have future disasters 
in mind when you select the 
flooring to put in your basement 
this time. Getty’s recommenda- 
tion will surprise you. 
“Carpeting with good 
padding underneath is actually 
one of the best choices because 
it’s easy to get out of there if 
water gets into your basement,” 
he says, “All you have to do is 
tear it up and throw it out and 
then clean up underneath. It’s 
also the least expensive option.” 
Other ideas for basement 
flooring options include ceramic 
tile and hardwood flooring. 
“There’s a new type of hard- 
wood flooring that you don’t 
have to nail down,” Getty says. 
“It has an engineered back- 
ground and it just floats on top 
of the basement floor surface.” 
When you're considering the 
possibility of future flooding, be 
sure to check the outside of your

“If you have gutters take a 
look at them and see where the 
downspouts go to,” Getty says, 
Suggesting it might be helpful to 
have the downspouts moved so 
the water runs away from your 
basement instead of into the 
ground right next to or above 
your basement. 

“If you need help repairing 
your basement, make sure you 
go for a company, like mine. 
that strictly does mitigation 
work,” says Getty. “We know 
what we're doing and can instal] 
a sump pump for you and take 
care of other areas of your base- 
ment.

Mary Cataudella had nearly 
finished remodeling her kitchen 
and couldn’t wait to replace an 
outdated pantry closet with bi- 
fold doors, 

But updating the floor-to- 
ceiling behemoth wasn’t some- 
thing the Andover, Mass., attor- 
ney wanted to do herself. She 
and her husband “didn’t have 
the time,” she said. “It would 
have to be done on a weekend” 
and that would take away pre- 
cious family time with their two 
girls, ages 4 and 5. 

Also, “it would turn the 
kitchen into a mess,” she said. 

Instead, she had Closet Clas- 
sics of Andover turn an outdated 
space into efficient storage with 
special features that fit her fam- 
ily and lifestyle. 

The 8-foot-wide pantry now 
features peg boards to tuck her 
brooms away so they don’t fall 
out when she opens the doors. 
Three pull-out shelves and three 
pull-out wire baskets provide 
versatile storage for a variety of 
items.

Then they swarm all over your 
house, cleaning the heck out of 
every room. Pretty good deal! 
So, if your contractor offers to 
let you do the cleanup, tell him 
no. And don’t even think about 
trying to use your new space 
until all the work is done and the 
cleanup is complete. We know 
how exciting it can be to have a 
new kitchen, new bathroom or 
new master suite. But if you 


start bringing furniture, you’ ll 
slow down (or even prevent) 
completion. Plain and simple, 
your furniture and stuff will be 
in the way. And things won't get 
done right. 

For example, if you put a bed 
against the wall, the outlet 
behind it won't get checked and 
the baseboard won't get cleaned. 
If you put dishes in kitchen cab- 
inets before the electrician

Comedian Dave Barry once 
“LT have, over the 
years learned a few basic facts 
about lawn care, the two major 
ones being: If you fail to feed, 
fertilize, and water your lawn, it 
will die. If you feed, fertilize, 
and water your lawn, it will 
die.” 

His damned-if-you-do- 
damned-if-you-don’t statement 
actually points to a very impor- 
tant truth about lawns. It relates 
to the condition of the soil. If the 
soil contains clay, it can, over 
time, become as dense as a 
brick. Try growing lawn on a 
brick and you'll get the point. 
The brick is so dense neither 
roots nor water nor fertilizer can 
penetrate the surface. Lawns 
like Barry’s, struggling to grow 
in heavily compacted soil, may 
fail to thrive or die out no matter 
how much water and fertilizer 
you give them. 

Clay soil contains the small- 
est particles, which is why it 
makes such good pottery. When 
you shape it, clay stays shaped. 
When you compact it from

cent to driveways that suffer 
inaccurate parking, particularly 
in the winter when there’s snow. 
And corners cut by kids with 
bikes or maybe a short cut to the 
sidewalk can result in a com- 
pacted trail. 

If you think your lawn may 
be too compacted, turn on the 
sprinklers and see how quickly 
the water runs off. Compacted 
lawns are notoriously slow to 
absorb water, so the vast major- 
ity of what you apply stands on 
the surface and never reaches 
the grass roots. This unneces- 
sary waste of resources also 
interferes with getting fertilizer 
to the roots because it’s carried 
there by water. 

Aerating your lawn is the 
best way to fight compaction. 
You can rent a machine that 
extracts plugs about the size of a 
large lipstick at regular intervals 
over the lawn surface. It’s hard 
to overdo this because each hole 
will become an expressway for 
water and water carried fertiliz- 
er. 

With the holes open you can 
apply a top dressing to the lawn. 
You can buy bagged materials 
specifically designed as a lawn 
topper or you can use regular 
bagged compost for the job. 
Apply material about an inch 
deep over the entire lawn. Then 
rake the compost in well so that 
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it is forced into the holes to pre- 
vent them from caving in. The 
holes become miniature sumps 
that fill with water, allowing it 
to slowly be absorbed into the 
surrounding soil. 

After you aerate and top- 
dress the old lawn, reseed it to 
increase the density of the grass. 
The grass seed will lodge in the 
little sumps, where there is room 
for roots and plenty of moisture. 

You can do the same thing on 
a smaller scale for isolated 
islands of compacted soil. Use a 
spading fork or buy a hand oper- 
ated aerating tool to create the 
holes. The tool has tines similar 
to the machine, but you have to 
press them into the lawn with 
your foot over and over until the 
area is well perforated. Then 
top-dress and over-seed to help 
the bald spot fill in more quick- 
ly. And keep kids and cars and 
dogs off until it does! 

You can spend every week- 
end slaving over your lawn, but 
if the soil is compacted you 
won't get the results your after. 
Dave Barry’s lament could be 
yours as well. If you have any 
question, you can go out to the 
lawn and try to stick a sharpened 
pencil into the soil. If it breaks 
before it penetrates, then soil 
compaction is the culprit. And 
aerating that lawn may be your 
only way back.

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Wide-plank floors 
and radiant heat — 
a great combination 


Wide-plank floors are prized 
for their weathered patina and 
the sense of history and charac- 
ter that they add to a room. 
Among the many attributes of 
wide-plank floors is the fact that 
they can be used with radiant 
heat. 

If you have questions about 
using radiant heat with the 
floors in your home, contact an 
expert. Don Carlisle, president 
of Carlisle Wide Plank Floors of 
Stoddard, N.H., gets this ques- 
tion frequently. His family- 
owned company has been man- 
ufacturing wide-plank flooring 
for 40 years. 

“It often surprises people that 
you can use radiant heat with 
hardwood floors, especially tra- 
ditional wide board floors,” 
Carlisle says. “But once you 
consider the history of wide- 
plank floors, it makes perfect 
sense.” 

He points out that wide- 
board floors were used in the 
days when heat’s main source 
was a fireplace or a wood stove. 

“These are very crude heat 
sources, in the sense that they 
aren’t very balanced and pro- 
vide heat in a very uneven way 
throughout a home,” Carlisle 
says. “If these floors have beau- 
tifully withstood the worst of 
environments over time, they 
can certainly live in a more 
refined controllable one.” 

And experience has borne 
this out. 

“We have made thousands of 
wide-plank floors for many 
years, and have found that these 
floors hold up very well with 
radiant heat systems,”’ Carlisle 
says. “As wood floors are a liv- 
ing resource, they respond well 
to the more consistent and warm 


environments supplied by 
today’s advanced heating sys- 
tems.” 

When buying wide-plank, 
solid wood flooring, keep in 
mind these three critical factors: 

* Old growth wood. Carlisle 
uses only hand-selected old 
growth (trees that have grown 
for 100 to 150 years) from areas 
of the country with colder cli- 
mates that allow for the slowest 
growth. These timbers will have 
a very tight growth-ring struc- 
ture that produces the most sta- 
ble floor plank, regardless of 
width. 

* Air drying and kiln drying. 
One of the most critical steps in 
ensuring stability in a wide- 
plank floor is to dry the boards 
for up to a year before placing 
them in a lower temperature 
drying kiln. This slow, natural 
drying process allows the fibers 
of the wood to remain pliable 
and healthy so that a plank will 
not be “shocked” when heat is 
introduced and it will be able to 
adapt with minimal movement 
to its new environment. 

* Appropriate acclimation. 
Once the floor arrives at the job 
site, the wood should be “stick- 
ered” in its live-in conditions for 
an appropriate period of time, 
depending on the climate and 
the time of year. Make sure all 
materials surrounding the floor, 
such as the concrete slab, ply- 
wood sub-floor and filler mater- 
ial, are also acclimated. 

Carlisle stresses the most 
important thing to remember 
when using wide-plank wood 
floors with radiant heat is to use 
good wood - stable, high quality, 
properly dried.
